Everett  Allbee  and  Katie  Cranage  Allbee  were  married  in  Rockerville, 
Wisconsin,  on  September  11,  1882.   They  farmed  in  Grant  County,  Wiscon- 
sin until  March  when  they  moved  to  Edmonds  County,  in  South  Dakota,  where 
they  farmed  until  the  death  of  Everett  in  July  of  1933 „

Everett  M.  Allbee,  the  first,  the 
only  son  of  Howard  and  Emily  Allbee, 
was  born  January  14,  1858,  in  Grant 
County,  Wisconsin. 

Everett  was  united  in  marriage  to 
Katie  Cranage  on  September  11,  1882. 
They  farmed  in  Grant  County,  Wiscon- 
sin, until  March  of  1908  when  they 
moved  to  Edmonds  County,  in  South 
Dakota.  They  farmed  there  until  the 
death  of  Everett  in  July  of  1933. 

Everett  had  one  sister,  Delliah, 
who  preceeded  him  in  death. 

Katie  Cranage  Allbee,  daughter  of 
William  and  Mary  Cranage,  was  born 
April  2,  1867  and  passed  away  May  17, 
1955. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Allbee  were  the  par- 
ents of  ten  children,  seven  sons  and 
three  daughters.
